During many win¬ 
ters the deep snows in December 
in upland counties, together with 
the pot hunter for market, would 
almost exterminate the quail. In 
the year 1908 on the I4th of No¬ 
vember there fell in tbe northern 
and upland counties a 12-inch 
snow and this was followed by 
shipping to Charleston twenty or 
thirty deer and thousands of quail 
and pheasants, and the protest 
against this was written into the 
law at the session following: This 
slaughter and sale of game in the 
year 1908 opened the eyes of the 
people to the fact that protection, 
immadiate and drastic, was neces¬ 
sary, or game birds and animals 
would soon be forever gone from 
this state and the drastic provisions 
of the law were made for the pur¬ 
pose of protecting and preserving 
the game and for the purpose of 
protecting the occupiers of the 
land from the intrusion of people 
who had no right there. In an
